made a Law againft it; but did (nodoubt) upon expericace of the 
evil conſequences thereof oy t Row againſt it.

tice hath been uſed, it cannot be denied but is well known that the 


poorer ſort of Artificers were ſupplied in open Fairs _——y 
Markets with ſuch quantities as they needed and could pay for.
